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1, In Aumust 194% the Carl Zeiss factory in Jena was instructed by General 
Smirnoff of the SHA Karlshorst to start production of industrial diamonds 
(Zishdiamanten) on 1 December 1948. The former supplier of diamonds, the 
Dran Yorks (sic) in the dritish Sector, can no longer make deliveries be- 
cause of the Westorn blockade. The SA has ordered a production rate 1+ 
times rreater than that for all of Germany in 1938, 1.6., 3,600 (carats?) 
as afainst 2,400 in 1938. 


2. Dr. Sehrade, Director of Carl Zeiss and the Industrievereinigung Optik 
{Optics Industrial Association), has been authorized uy General Smirnoff 
to nerge the entire Industrievareinmne Optik with Zeiss to reach this 
goal, Since this is a conpletaly new rroduction field for the Carl Zeiss 
firr, qualified workmen to staff the new section rust be found and employed, 
enough te ran three shifts daily.
